NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—An American 
comr@ cial traveler who has had con- 
siderable experience in the China trade 
addresses a word of warning to the 
many skilled machinists and engineers 
who are looking to China as afield for 
their energies in the early future. He 
says a great number of such artisans 
have gone to China from this country 
during the past ten years. Most of 
them were engaged to take charge of 
big plants, and while the job seemed 
gilt-edged, the result was nearly al- 
ways disappointing. A manufacturer, 
for example, will put in modern ma- 
chinery, and hire an American expert 
as a superintendent, giving hf&n a cou- 
ple of sleepy-looking young Chinamen 
as assistants. In six months this in- 
nocent-looking young pair have mas- 
tered all the technicalities of the plant, 
and a pretext is found for getting rid 
of the American. Five or ten years’ 
contracts tr. China make no difference; 
in China there is never any difficulty 
in proving anything you wish about a 
man. American ex > erts who know the 
ropes insist upon naving a clause in 
their contracts authorizing them to em- 
ploy their own assistants. An Chio en- 
gineer who went to Canton several 
years ago to set up and operate a 
large plant in a silk mill, was under a 
five years’ contract at $6000 gold per 
annum. Naturaill: he thought he

ONLY ONE FOREIGN TREATY. 


Confederacy’s Unique Agree- | 
Mnent With Mexico: 


Col. Giddings, Who Brought it About, 
Tells an Interesting Story. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7, 1900.—Al- 
though the Confederate government 
was in existence for a period of four 
years, history furnishes us but one ex-~- 
ample of a treaty ever concluded be- 
tween that government and a foreign 
power. The representative of Jefferson 
Davis who succeeded in effecting the 
consummation of this unique treaty was 
Lieut.-Col, G. H. Giddings of the C.S. 
A., who was in command of the Con- 
federate forces of Fort Duncan, Eagle 
Pase, Tex., in 1863 and 1864. Col, Gid- 
dings is now in Washington, and his 
account of this transaction is both in- 
teresting and novel. 

“In 1863 I was commissioned by Jef- 
ferson Davis as liewtenant-colonel i 

command of the Confederate forces 4 

Fort Duncan, Eagle Pass, Tex.,”’ said 
Col. Giddings to your correspondent. 
“On assuming command of the fort I 
was acvis.c that an old Federal sol lier 
by the name of McManus, who had 
beea parcied at the surrender cf Gen. 
Twiggs, had broken his paro!s, ani 
crossed the Rio Grande and opened a 
recruiting office for the Federals in 
Pielras Negras, Mex., and that it wus 
the headqueiters for the organization 
of a band of renegades and Mexican 
thieves, who were committing frequent 
deprdations upon the property of crti- 
of Texas. called on Coi. Garza, 


forces, and found my information to be 
correct. filed a protest with Col. 
Garza stating that it was in violation 
of international law, etc., and asked 
him to have the ge} tage office dis- 
continued, which he did. evertheless 
McManus continued to carry on prac- 
tiees clandestinely. and organized a 
band of renegades and Mexicans, who 
attacked me in the night. This hap- 
pened when a large part of my com- 
mand was out scouting after these cat- 
tle thieves. I easily defeated and drove 
them back across the river without any 
loss, one man, Capt. Pickerell, my ad- 
jutant, being wounded. 

“Numerous complaints were made to 
me, and my assistance asked for by 
citizens of 
that their stock, cattle, horses, etc., had 
been stolen by an organized band of 
thieves com of renegades from 
Texas (too cowardly to fight on either 
side in their country,) assisted by Mex- 
ican thieves, who were continually 
nr that section between Laredo 
and Fort Clark, a distance of about 
two hundred miles, which was under 
my command. I was also informed 
that at that time there were a large 
nuber of cattle and horses, over 5000 
head, but a few miles above Piedras 
Negras, in charge of a band of thieves 
too strong for them to attack. I prom- 
ised the parties that I would call the 
attention of ines Mexican officer in com- 
mand of the Liberal forces on the Mex- 
jean frontier to the facts in the case, 
and that in the event he did not take 
immediate action I would cross the 
river with my troops and bring back 
the stolen stock and deliver it to the 
owners. I at once called on Col. Garza, 
the commanding officer, and demanded 
that such stolen stock as could be 
proved by the owners then at my head- 
quarters should be delivered to me. He 
replied that he had no authority to 
act as I had tndicated, but said if I 
would make a written statement of the 
facts and suggest some rem not in 
violation of international law, he would 
forward my statement to President 
Juarez, who was then at Monterey. I 
told him that the proper thing to be 
done was to make a treaty providing 
for the rendition of criminals and of 
stolen property upon proper proof as 
to the ownership. He said he would be 
pleased to have that done, as the same 
condition of affairs complained of by 
me existed on our side of the river. I 
prepared a — draft of a treaty in 
eecordance with our views, and Col. 
Garza forwarded it with his approval 
to President Juarez, asking for in- 
vestigation. 

“While waiting for the return of the 
papers and instructions from the Presi- 
dent I received an order from Gen. 
Magruder to arrest one Louis Pless and 
send him under a guard to his head- 
quarters at Houston, Accompanying 
the order was a letter fron Gen. 
gruder’s adjutant, stating that Pless 
had stolen several hundred bales of 
Confederate cotton, and that he was 
in Piedras Negras and it would be ‘a 
feather in my cap’ if I were able to 
arrest him, even if IT had to get him 
out of Mexico, and that I was author- 
ized to expend .a reasonable amount of 
go'd to accomplieh the arrest, for which 
I would be reimbursed. 

“T aleo at the same time received a 
letter from Gov. Lubbock of Texas. urg- 
ing me to make the arrest of Pless, 
and makine similar suggestions. I had 
at that time an intelligent Mexican 
scout and guide. I ordered him to go 
on to Piedras Negrae and ascertain if 
Plees were there. He soon reported to 
me that he was. but would leave for 
Monterey the following night in an 
ambulance with one man and a driver. 
I then offered my Mexican scout $100 
in gold if he would place Pless on the 
Texas side of the river, so that I could 
arrest him, and suggested that some of 
my men might assist him, but that I 
could not order them to do so, nor did 
I wish to know how it was done, 8o it 
were done quickly. 

“The following night the Mexican 
scout brought Pless to my headquarters 
and T arrested him. He was very much 
frightened and implored me to protect 
him, saying that he would willingly go 
to Houston. 1 sent him off that night 
under a guard and he was safely deliv- 
ered to Gen. Magruder at that place. 
“The Mexican authorities were in- 
dienant at what they deemed the in- 
vasion of the sacred soil of Mexico by 
Americans, and demanded the imme- 
diate release of Pless. This I refused, 
stating that I had arrested him in my 
headquarters in obedience to an order 
ef my commanding general, and that 
‘he was at that time more than one 
hundred miles on his way to Houston. 

“On receipt of my refural, the com- 
manding officer at Piedras Negras or- 
dered a blockade of the port: arrested 
all Americans that happened to be in 
Pledras Negras at that time, a few of 


sent out for reinforcements and = an- 
nounced his Intention to attack my com- 
mand. I at once ordered -in what 
troope there were at Fort Clark and 
Tnge and prepared for a strong de- 
fenee. In the meantime, communica- 
tions. under a flag of truce, were pass- 
ing two or three times a day between 
the Mexican commander and myself 
for four days, trying to amicably ret- 
the matters, and to gain time for § re- 
inforcements to reach me. On the fifth 
day. I was all ready, and notified the 
Mexican officer in command that T had 
a strong force, and that if the port 
were not opened in two hours and 
every American in prison released and 
allowed to return to the Texas side of 
the river. and an agreement made to 
Aeliver to me the stolen stock, then a 
few miles atove Piedras Negras, I 
would cross the river with my troops 
and take the town and hold all the 
Mexican property I could find as se- 
c until the etolen property was 
¢ te me. I at once ordered my

had suggested, and asking fq@ a con- 
ference at his headquarters as soon a8 
‘ In order to coffcfude the 
matter, I called on him at once, with 
the result that we made a treaty pro- 
viding for the rendition of criminals 
and delivery of stolen property. This 
treaty was both fair and just to the | 
Mexican and Confederate governments 
alike. Col. Garza signed for Mexico and 
signed as lieutenant-colonel com. 
manding Fort Duncan, for the Confed- 
erate government. The treaty was for- 
warded to President Juarez, who ap- 
roved it. I also sent it to President 
vis, with copies of all correspondence 
on the subject, and a statement of the 


situation on the Rio Grande that 
caused me to take the responsibility 
I had taken, expressing the that 


my action in the matter would meet 
with his approval. 

“President Davis acknow the 
receipt of the treaty, announced his ap- 
proval and paid me a high compliment 
ne my efforts in the field of diplom- 


y. 
“Immediately after signing the treaty 
the Mexican officers delivered to me 
over 5000 head of cattle and horses 
that had been stolen from Pecos. 

“Soon after this I received a letter 
from the Governor of Texas (Lubbock) 
that a party of seven men had niur- 
dered a family of four persons on the 
road who were returning from Eagle 
Pass to Fredericksburg, having sold 
their cotton. These men had stolen 
from the party $1500 in gold. The Gov- 
ernor said in his letter that he was ad- 
vised that the murderers were in Pied- 
ras Negras and requested me to de- 
mand their surrender under the terms 
of the treaty and send them to Austin 
under . He sent me the names 
and descriptions of the seven men and 
I at once crossed the river, showed the 
Governor's letter to the officer in com- 
mand and demanded that he deliver the 
seven criminals to me. The Mexican 
officer sent for the guard and in about 
one-half hour had the men in the 
guardhouse. I went with Col. Gerza 
to identify them. They acknowledged 
that they were the men described in 
the Governor’s letter. I made arrange- 
ments for them to be delivered to me 
on the following day, the delivery to 
be made in the middie of the Rio 
Grande. There was a good deal of 
formality attending the delivery. 

“I have since informed that 
they remained in jail in Austin until 
the close of the war and were then re- 
leased by the Federal officers without 
even trial. 

“While in command at Eagle Pass I° 
received a large amount of stock that 
had been stolen and carried acrogs on 
the Mexican eide. 

“I was told by Jefferson Davis after 
the close of the war that this was the 
only treaty made by the Confederate 
government and ratified by a foreign 


power.”

“saints,” it is a convention of the “Re- 


organized Church of the Latter Day 


Saints of Jesus Christ” of Southern 
California, or one branch of them 
known as the “Josephites,’’ there be- 
ing ancther branch known as the “Brig- 
hamites,”’ both of which eschew polyg- 
amy. 

The most prominent light present !s 
Elder Alexander Smith of Lamoni, 
Iowa, second son of Joseph Smith, Sr., 


the prophet, who claimed to have been 


divinely appointed in 1830, and who was 
murdered by a mob at Carthage, IIl., 
in 1844. 

At the service yesterday forenoon El- 
der Smith, whose appearance strongly 
favors Brigham Young. was the 


preacher. The service differed in no' 


outward sense from any other camp 
meeting. There were singing, praying 
and preaching. and generally speaking. 
there was very little in Elder Smith's 
sermon that would strike the occa- 
sional church goer as being different 
from the preaching of other denomina- 
tions, but there is one essential differ- 
ence—the Latter Day Saints believe in 
direct revelation of God to man, as in 
the days of Moses. 

In answer to a question as to whether 
the belief in direct revelation was the 
main point of disagreement between his 
sect and the orthodox churches, Elder 
Smith said: 

“Well, that is one—we believe in a 
divine call to h the gospel." 


“Do not orthodox churches believe | 


the same?’ 

“Well, they claim to; but how can 
they when they do not believe in direct 
revelation?” anawered Elder Smith.

society. Take away the church and 
even infidels would not live here. 

“Lilraries are not taxed because 
they educate the mind. Does the 
church not educate the soul? A drink- 
ing fountain in the streets is consid- 
ered a public benefit, and it is free 
from assessment. Is not a church a 
public benefit? It surely is not a 
money-making institution. It is built 
here by voluntary contribution, and 
is supported in the same way. The 
State comes up and seizes a portion of 
her sacred offerings. When Massa- 
chusetts in 1874 appointed a commis- 
sion to inquire into the expediency of 
abolishing the exemption law, Presi- 
dent Charles Eliot Norton of Harvard 
College made a masterly argument 
that the freedom from assessment was 
based on a right principle, since 
schools and churches pay in the in- 
crease of morality, intelligence and 
public virtue, all and more than the 
tax money would be worth.

AVALON, Aug. 12.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The camp of the Whittier 
State School was thrown open to the 
public yesterday, and hereafter during

are 240 boys, with twenty officers and 
attendants in camp, and all have been 
busy as bees since their arrival.
